One party took 
possession, and threw everything moves’ out of 
the windows (amongst other things two pianos 
from the second story), while the mob below seized 
and carried them off. To-day the National Guard 
is busied in making search for the stolen property, 
and apprehending the depredators. It is said that 
more than 120 have been taken prisoners. In one 
batch were twenty-nine men, women, and children, 
marched off under a strong escort, 

«The Burghermeister, @ very unpopular man, has 
been removed, and it is said that M. Arthaber, an 
extensive manufacturer, and well known as a 
patron of art, has been appointed in his room.” 

The palace of Prince Metternich, within Vienna 
has not been much injured; but, on the 1 5th 
the mob erected a gallows in the front of it and 
inflicted capital punishment on the effigy of its 
most unpopular proprietor, This exhibition con- 
tinued during the day, nor did the authorities

dare to check it, The Emperor (on the 16th) 
took a drive in his carriage through several of the 
rincipal streets of the capital, accompanied by his 
Beathes: The people wanted to take the horses 
from the carriage and draw it themselves, but at 
the express instance of the Emperor they refrained 
from such an act of servility. ; 

Private letters of the 16th state that a Provi- 
sional Council has been appointed, composed of the 
following popular members:—The Baron Stifet, 
Baron Doppeliof, Starnetz, Meyer, and Roberts, 
Count d’Apponi has resigned his office of Grand 
Chancellor of Hungary. 

The Princess Metternich accompanied her hus- 
band in his flight, as well as the Archduke Lud- 
wig. The Archduke and Prince passed through 
Breslau incognito, the Princess taking another 
road,

INSURRECTION IN ITALY. 
MILAN. 

(From the London Telegraph.) 
The great revolution is speading., Its wave now 
rolls over Italy. ‘The Lombards, sure of the sup- 

ort of France, and now no longer in dread of 
‘Austria, have taken up arms, and the power of 
‘Austria seems at once annihilated in Italy. 
On the 18th the people of Milan rose in ‘insur- 
rection and constructed barricades in different parts 
of the town, The Risorgimento announces the fact 
in an extraordinary supplement, The disturbances 
arose thus:—On that day (the 18th) M. Cassati, 
chief magistrate of Milan, went, at the head of two 
or three thousand persons, to demand the liberation 
of the individuals arrested in the course of the 
latter months. ‘This demand having been refused, 
the magistrate retired, and the people immediately 
assembled on the squares, and hoisted the tri- 
coloured flag of Italy (white, red, and green). 
Several streets were unpaved, and the tumult 
increased, <A traveller, who left at two o'clock, 
saw several pieces of artillery drawn out with 
lighted matches. At a short distance from Milan 
he heard the report of cannon. 


VIENNA. 

Deputations of the inhabitants of Bohemia and 
Hungary had waited on the Emperor to demand 
constitutions, and he had replied, “I grant all!”

THE OPPORTUNITIES OF WEALTH, 

Iv is not our purpose to find fault with those who 
possess a superabundance of the world’s goods for 
their general misapplication, or for that egotism 
which marks the bestowal of benevolences and 
makes Charity a foil for Pride. We would willingly 
believe that a proper instinct prevails in this class of 
persons, and that reflection will upbraid the short- 
comer in terms more pointed than any we presume 
to have at command, But a paragraph in Thurs- 
day’s Times suggests the propriety of devoting 
some observations to a subject which religions of 
all kinds have sanctified—the bond of protection 
which nature has established betwixt Wealth and 
Poverty. 

It is cited as an example worth the imitation of 
our aristocracy that his Grace the Duke of Argyll 
has given order for the shooting of all roes on his 
estate, in order to supply the soup-kitchen at 
Inverary ; and this order is alleged to have pro- 
cured thirty-two roes during the week, which have 
been made into soup and distributed to the poor, 
Unquestionably this fact is a matter for congra- 
tulation. 

But, without wishing to disparage the generosity 
in which it originates, it may be permitted us to 
observe, that we have in this fact both the. asser- 
sion and its proof that a source of vital comfort to 
the poor has for a long time existed without im- 
provement; and that, according to the morality of 
the age, his Grace the Duke of Argyll might sus- 
pend his order to-morrow, and leave the soup- 
boilers of Inverary to the charity of persons who, 
but for a pride which prescription has made com- 
mendable, might be glad enough to taste of its 
beneficence themselves. 

Moreover, we are justified in asking is the duke 
the only aristocrat in Scotland over whose estates 
the ornamental roebuck bounds, rejoicing through 
glade and sunshine in a useless existence? We 
are willing enough to grant the pleasurable sense 
of power which human nature feels when traversing 
vast tracts of land whose fruit is devoured by those 
graceful creatures, knowing that to the owner’s 
rifle or mandate alone belongs the authorized 
power of killing them; and that if any daring 
poacher usurp the ducal prerogative he will atone 
for his presumption by transportation to the 
land of kangaroos. But whether js it more 
pleasurable to a Christian and enlightened mind to 
preserve game or a man’s fellow-creatures ? We 
fear that the age has yet to come when Charity 
will be acknowledged for a duty and not a conde~ 
scension, 

Lest we should be considered as railing at the 
offence because of the rank of the offender, 
let us say that the charge which we advance 
lies in some measure at the door of all who POs: 
sess one supertluity, misapplied. ‘The sunny little 
suburban who exchanges her left-off garments for 
geraniums not prettier nor more loveable than her- 
self; the musty economist who sells his old coats 
to the clothesman; the bashaw of Somerset-house, 
who defies revolutions and poor-laws on his annual 
three hundred, and banks every penny he can 
save to render independent of his father's toil the 
young gentleman who is sunning himself in the 
looking-glass ere he sports his commended appear- 
ance to the lamp-lights’ of Oxford-street or the 
Quadrant ;—all these persons, and all like them, 
are just as reprehensible as those dukes who, unlike 
his Grace of Argyll, are feeding the animals which

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE MOON, 
MARCI 19, 

The eclipse of the moon on the evening of the 
19th would have presented a favourable oppor- 
tunity for watching the progress of the earth’s 
shadow over a very rugged portion of the lunar 
surface, had the Af been, in an observer's sense 
of the term, “a clear one,’ It was, however, 
sufficiently clear at intervals for a perfect view of 
the eclipse and its circumstances, At six minutes 
past six the eclipse commenced, but it was not till 
sixteen minutes past seven that any trace of sha- 
dow became discernible, A faint tint, a fancied 
warmth, rather than an ascertained shadow, would 
then, had the evening been clearer, have been ob- 
served to spread itself over the left side of the 
lower edge or “limb” of the moon, This was 
the penumbra—the greater or light shadow pro- 
jected by the sun from the earth. At sixteen 
minutes past seven the outline of the moon was 
struck by the true shadow—the smaller or darker 
one of the earth; and then it was the eclipse, in 
popular estimation, really commenced; the pre- 
vious interval of seventy minutes having been sct 
down by many tired gazers to the discredit of 
their almanacs—a sore doubt it may be remarked, 
anda Bett tere to those who, rightly enough, 
regard the predictions of an eclipse with the same 
unhesitating confidence which they bestow on sa- 
cred declarations, 

However, at sixteen minutes past seven they 
were gratified; and at the same instant the 
eclipse, unlike one of the sun, was simultaneously 
visible to all within the compass of the moon's 
light. Marvellous accuracy! proclaiming the 
‘handy work”’ of Him who ‘meted out heaven 
with the span, and comprehended the dust of the 
earth in a measure, and weighed the mountains in 
scales, and the hills in a balance,’’ The shadow, 
after its contact, proceeded in a somewhat oblique 
direction to cover the face of the moon, At first 
it appeared to be perfectly black, and to obscure 
totally the objects over which it passed; this, 
however, was found 


and the consequent deadening of the retina to 
delicate impressions ; for, atter a few minutes’ rest, 


during which a spectrum of the eclipse which had 2 


been found in the eye dispersed itself, the shadow 
was discovered to be of a dark neutral tint, free 
from o acity, and evidently diluted in its intensity 
by a arge amount of refracted light, The ad- 
vancing edge of the shadow, and the successive 
changes of its shape, now became a subject of 
paramount interest,

tain, from which immense chains of hills, separated 
by vast valleys, radiated in every direction, In 
the transit of the shadow over this varied surface 
it was distinctly seen to fill the valleys first, and 
then, climbing the sides of the hills, gradually to 
shut them from sight. Here and there a bright 
mountain top was visible, like a burning speck, 
raising its head for a few minutes against the ad- 
vancing darkness, and then, by gradual diminu- 
tion, fading to a point and’ expiring. These 
appearances were varied in a thousand ways, 
according to the nature of the surface; but none 
struck us more forcibly than the effect produced 
by the shadow suddenly sheeting, as it were, a 
plain with its sable hues, and then running along 
a ridge at right angles with it, simply obscuring 
it with a less amount of shadow than the totally 
eclipsed plain, The effect of these spectacles on 
the mind was confirmatory of those very obvious 
conclusions which point out the moon as the ser- 
vant, not only of the human race, but as the resi- 
dence of an intelligent, though it may be a very 
different, order of beings from ourselves, 

At twelve minutes past nine the eclipse was at 
its height; at eight minutes past eleven the true 
shadow left the surface; and at eighteen minutes 
past twelve the penumbra, in likemanner, vanished, 
The effects following the retreat of the shadow 
were similar to those which characterized its ad.

Tye Suave Trape.—Mr. Hume has ob- 
tained a return showing the number of British ships 
of war employed on the coast of Africa in the 
abortive attempt to suppress the slave trade in the 
month of June, 1847, and which were manned by 
2781 men. The aggregate amount of this armament 
in the year 1846-47 is estimated at £301,623, in- 
cluding £220,233 for the wages and victualling of the 
crews, £49,313 for the wear and tear of the vessels, 
£17,790 for the wear and tear of the machinery of the 
steamers, and £14,287 for the expense of coals, The 
total number of French ships of war employed on the 
coast of Africa for the suppression of the slave trade 
amounts, as far as the same can be ascertained, to 20, 
equipped with 216 guns, There are only two Ame- 
rican cruisers on the station.

lenched not, and the sang froid and self-possession 
displayed in his replies only served to increase the 
savage anger of his opponent the more. At length, 
exasperated beyond control, the infuriated republican, 
drawing a pistol from his pocket, rushed towards 
Lamartine and exclaimed, ‘‘ Thou art no true patriot !"’ 
—pointed the weapon at the head of the Minister— 
What hinders me from taking thy life now—at once 
—upon the instant?” shricked he, with redoubled 
fury, as the calm glance of Lamartine met his eye. 
‘‘ Your own conscience,” coolly replied the Minister, 
‘and the utter uselessness of such an outrage; for 
should I fall, there will still remain my colleagues, 
who, all to a man, have resolved to die rather than : 
submit to violence, or to return to the senseless 
anarchy of 93!” The words had the effect of calming 
for an instant the fury of Lagrange—he dropped the 
weapon which he held, and, turning pale as death, 
while his eye quailed before the steady gaze of Lamar- 
tine, he muttered between his teeth ‘‘ Thou art not a 
true republican, nor yet a true patriot, but I yenly 
believe thou art an Sonest man!’’—and then san 
again upon his seat at the council-board, trembling in 
every limb, and apparently exhausted with the effort 
of passion to which he had given way. It was 
then that his neighbour, La Caussidiére, managed to 
seize the pistol which he had placed beside him, and 
by his presence of mind saved the assembly from a 
dreadful catastrophe, for in the space ofa few moments 
Lagrange arose, and with the most frightful yells and 
howlings began to rend the clothes from his back and 
to tear the fiesh from his bosom, until the blood spirted 
forth, all the while uttering the most fearful impre- 
cations and blasphemies. In an instant the whole 
assembly was in an uproar—the terror of the scene 
was greater than words can describe. It was evi- 
dent that the fierce excitement of the last few days 
had turned the brain of Lagrange and produced a fitof 
raging madness.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
THE REPUBLIC OF FRANCE. 


IMMENSE ASSEMBLAGES OF THE PEOPLE, 
CLOSING OF THE BANK OF FRANCE, 

At Paris, on the morning of Friday (17th), at half- 
ast six, the inhabitants of the entire line of the Bou- 
evards were aroused by the noise and movement 

attending an unusual assemblage of pero: It became 
fhiat all the operatives of the capital had met

isciplined soldiers (but quite unarmed) along the 
ands: from a Bastile towards the Champs 
Elysées. This rocession passed under the windows 
in uninterrwated succession for several hours. Ata 
rough calculation not less than a hundred thousand 
men were marshalled forth, all of the working class, 
and of its lowest order: their costume the blouse. 
‘They were officered’ by individuals distinguished bya 
blue searf tied on the left arm, and edged with red 
fringe. These officers in some cases presented the 
appearance of mechanics of the better class, such as 
foremen. Several of these troops as they passed sang 
** Ca ira,”’ and shouted ‘ Les aristocrates dla lan- 
terne!” The object of this manifestation was under- 
stood to be a counterpoise to the demonstration of the 
National Guards on the previous day, as well as the 
organization of several deputations, headed by clubs, 
to proceed to the Hotel de Ville, in order to make 
known to the Provisional Government their desire that 
the general election should be poarnonens The pro- 
cession at half-past twelve o’clock marched, with much 
order, under their chiefs, towards the Hotel de Ville, 
defilihg before an individual who, as commander-in- 
chief, hadmounted on a lamp-post, and remained there 
until they had all passed. As they did so, he ex- 
claimed, ‘ A lvance — advance quickly, and shout 
‘ Vive la Répuilique ! * The cry of “ Vive la Ré- 
publique !”” was the only one raised, save now and then 
Rollin!” As this vast assem- 


creased to double its number by the accession to it of 
divers bands which had been unable soon enough to 
reach the place of rendezvous, It was remarked that, 
of all the members of the Provisional Government who 
appeared at the windows of the Hotel de Ville, Ledru 
Rollin alone seemed pleased. No deputation what- 
ever was introduced; but some men, bearing a bust of 
Liberty, entered. Among the mass of people was a 
numerous band of ecclesiastics, who exhibited much 
enthusiasm, the crowd, at the same time, shouting 
“ Vive les citoyens curés!” After defiling before the 
Hotel de Ville, the mass, now augmented to about 
180,000 persons, directed their march towards the 
Bastile, with the intention of proceeding along the 
Boulevards, in order to exhibit to the enemies of the 
ltepublic the immense number of its defenders. Some 
battalions of the National Guard mobile were armed 
in the morning. On the manifestation of an intention 
on the part of some volunteers of the National Guard 
mobile to disarm the 6th regiment of Chasseurs 4 
Cheval, orders were given to that regiment to leave 
Paris, ‘I'he Government finally decided on Thursday 
night not to accede to thedemands of the companies of 
grenadiers and voltigeurs, and leave their decree to 
be executed without modification. The Bank of France 
was altogether closed on Thursday, It was under. 
stood that the artisans employed by it in printing notes 
were engaged night and day in preparing the new 
100f, notes to be issued under the decree of the 
Government for the suspension of cash payments 
as previously published. One of the measures now 
talked of, in addition to those already adopted, to 
relieve the existing Fae is to offer to all holders 
of Treasury bonds which are not now negotiable on any 
terms Three per Cent Stock at its current price, 
Those who decline this proposition would be called on 
to submit to a postponement of the liquidation of the 
bonds for six, nine, or twelve months. These and all 
similar expedients savour much of the shifts of in.

At Lyons the armed workmen evacuated on the 
15th the fortified enceinte of La Croix Rousse, which 
was occupied by the National Guard and troops 
of the line. The. Fort of Montessuy was likewise 
evacuated by the people. On the manifestation 
of the Parisian National Guards the journals are 
divided. Some assert that it was proper; others that 
it was improper, Some acknowledge the right of the 
National Guards to make the manifestation, but re- 
gret that it was made, and wonder that the evil con- 
Sequences to which it might lead were not foreseen. 
The necessity of union is deeply felt. Indeed it is or 
ought to be felt by all France. Allowances should be 
made for the susceptibilities of every class of citizens, 
and, if they are expressed in terms which are likel to 
rouse other susceptibilities in their turn, it is the duty 
of the public press to restore harmony, and not to en- 
venom the wounds that have been inflicted. At this 
moment the press has great power ; it may contribute 
largely to the maintenance of order, and it would be 
highly criminal if it did not labour to produce this re- 
sult; and by confidence only can the new order of things 
be placed upon a basis w ich would render life and 
property secure, and enable the National Assembly 
to put a glorious consummation to the work which in 
a short time will be placed in its hands. An order of 
the day was read on the 11th inst. on board all the 
ships of the Mediterranean squadron, notifying that 
the Provisional Government had changed the French 
flag. On Saturday last all the regiments of the line 
had left Paris, In the evening the city was illuminated 
as a sign of rejoicing at the triumph of the people,

The Provisional Government seems 
not to have been successful in propitiating the clergy, 
The Archbishop of Lyons has written a fierce letter to 
the journals, denouncing the Provisional Government 
for closing the establishments of religious communities 
not authorized by the law.

be forbidden only to Christians ? Such is the language 
of the prelate. M. Louis Blanc’s committee for the 
workmen has forbidden any works of artisanship to be 
carried on in either prisons or schools, or even con- 
pte on account of their competing with the working 
class.

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 

Spar1n.—General Espartero is seriously ill at Lo- 
grono. The Government ordered a levy of 50,000 men of 
the classes of 1847-8. This military preparation was 
chiefly intended for the repression of revolutionary 
movements in the interior. 

The bill of Narvaez for conceding extended powers 
to the Government, with the faculty of raising two 
millions sterling, is published in the Gazette. 

Tur Hacur.—DEatu or PRINCE ALEXANDER OF 
THE NETHERLANDS.—On the 17th of March intel- 
ligence was received which has plunged the Royal 
Family into profound grief. A postscript of a letter 
addressed to the King, dated the 9th of March, by his 
envoy at Madrid, contains the following :—‘ fave 
just received a notification from the Marshal Duke of 
Saldanha, Prime Minister of Portugal, dated the Ist 
of the present month, announcing to me that the Court 
of Portugal will go into mourning for a week on occa- 
sion of the death of his Royal Highness Prince Alex- 
ander of the Netherlands.” 

Romr.—The new Roman Cabinet is composed as 
follows :—Cardinal Antonelli, President and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs; M. Gaetano Recchi, Minister of 
the Interior; M. Sturbinetti, of Justice; Monsignor 
Morichino, of Finance; M. Marco Minghetti, of 
Public Works; Prince Aldourandini, of War; M 
Galetti, of Police; Cardinal Mezzofanti, of Public 
Instruction; and Count Pasolini, of Commerce. 

Russia.—Sr. Prererspurc.—The Emperor has 
given instructions to the Minister of War to place the 
troops on a war footing. His Imperial Majesty feels 
bound to adopt this step by the terms of the existing 
treaties with other powers, and, in the event of a 
necessity arising, for affording all the protection in his 
power to the claims of legitimacy against the destruc- 
tive advance of revolutionists and anarchists.—(Dated 
March 11.) 

THE OVERLAND Maru.—The intelligence brought 
by the Bombay mails of the 1th of February is not of 
great importance, India was tranquil and healthful.

“The Coronation of the Virgin.” This picture the 
late possessor (Mr. Wells, of Redleaf, one of the 
greatest patrons of English artists) bought of Sir 
Thomas Lawrence for 1000 guineas, and a short time 
before his death he bequeathed it to the nation. ‘The 
spot selected for the exhibition of the picture, which 
is of small dimensions, is in the south-east corner of 
the large room, between the large landscapes of 
Claude and Gaspar Poussin. 

THE Royau Sociery.—The Marquis of 
Northampton, as president of the Royal Society, gave 
his second conversazione to the members of that 
learned body and their friends, on Saturday evening 
last, at his lordship’s mansion on the Terrace, Picca- 
dilly.

Ratruer Dissrearep YounG Lapies!— 
At Hammersmith, M. E. Poetes, thirty-five years of 
age, and KE.

Tue Barxtep MurpEer.—The inquest on 
the body of Elizabeth Elphick has been resumed be- 
fore Mr. Gell, the coroner for East Sussex. The bod 
of the child was found by Realf, a police-constable, in 
a box, inthe garden of Elphick, the father of the mo- 
ther of the child, who pointed out the spot: On being 
asked why he buried it there, he said because it was a 
very pretty place and to save expense. Sophia Tidy, 
at the original examination, said she’ had been aaed 
by her mother to attend Elizabeth Elphick as a mid- 
wife, At three o’clock on Sunday, Feb. 20, Thomas, 
the father of Elizabeth Elphick, Salida Kee up to attend 
his daughter. On arriving at his house she found 
Elizabeth Elphick in bed with a newly-born child, 
newly dead, The child she knew to be the same 
shown her ather examination. Mr. C. Leevan Prince, 
of Uckfield, surgeon, stated the child to be nearly 
full-grown. There was a cut wound at the elbow of 
the right arm, apparently inflicted by a sharp-edged 
instrument ; it appeared to have been washed. The 
right leg, from the knee down to the toes, showed a 
wound which was evidently a burn. He believed the 
wounds to have been inflicted whilst the child was 
alive. From the weakness of the mother of the child 
at the time he thought she could not have inflicted 
the wounds herself. On her re-examination Sarah 
Tidy said, when she entered the room in which Eliza- 
beth Elphick and the child were in bed, no other per- 
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son was present except Esther Elphick, the step- 
mother. There was a fire in the room, but no smell 
of burning. Ifthere had been a cut wound on the 


child's elbow she thought she must have seen it. 
The skin of the child did not appear to have been 
burnt. The constable asked her if she thought the 
child was born alive; she replied she thought it might 
be possible; she did not know. Mr. Prince, on being 
again examined, deposed to having made a second 
examination of the body. The wound at the elbow 
might alone have pioameed death. He was quite sure 
the wound could only have been inflicted on a living 
subject, from the retraction of the muscles. A shock 

occasioned by the burn might also have produced 
death. Mr. Warten, another surgeon, corroborated 
the evidence of Mr. Prince as to the wounds; and the 
jury returned a verdict of ‘* Wilful murder” against 
the father and stepmother of Elizabeth Elphick, the 
mother of the child. They were committed to Lewes 
gaol to wait the assizee,

The next time he noticed 
him, prisoner was standing at the table doing some- 
thing to his musket. Deceased immediately after 
that came up to witness, and asked what o’clock it 
was, when he pulled out his watch and showed it 
to her. It was about seven o’clock. Had scarce) 
got his watch into his pocket when he heard the 
report of a musket. His. wife was then standing 
just on his (witness’s) left hand, and opposite the fire. 
Witness turned round and saw "the musket drop from 
the prisoner’s hand, and saw deceased falling back- 
wards against a closet door. She said, a The Lord 
have mercy on me. What has he done?” Witness 
went up to prisoner, and asked him why he had shot 
his wife, and threatened to load his (witness’ 8) piece 
and shoot him. Prisoner answered, ‘ Load it.’ Wit- 
ness then took his wife up and carried her, and put 
her on the bed, Discovered that she had a wound 
bleeding on one side. She died at half past eight that 
night, Cross-examined by Mr. Dearsly: Had bai 
twelve years in the regiment, and had known the 
Rnaeine three months and twenty days, but did not 
“heh how long .prisoner had been in the regiment.

Fann or a Circus.—An inquest has been 
held _at Leeds on the body of Susanna Darby, wife of 
Mr. Darby, the proprietor of the circus in that town, 
whose death was occasioned by the falling of a large 
portion of the building. About a quarter to ten 
o’clock on Saturda evening, just as some per- 
formances on the ti t-rope were about to be com 
menced, a part of the circus erected upon a frame- 
work of timber fell in, and nearly 600 persons were 
precipitated into the ruins, Fortunately very few 
were injured beyond being bruised ; but two of the 
planks fell upon Mrs, Darb 
back of the neck and killed her on the spot. Mrs, 
Wallet, who was near her, was knocked down and 
cut and bruised, but not seriously. The cause of the 
accident is understood to have been the insufficient 
number of props beneath the part that fell. The 
erat dF it appears, had been recently inspected by 
the building manager of Mr. Darby, and pronounced 
to be safe. The jury returned a verdict of “ Acci- 
dental death.” 


SrxtEEN Persons Drownep.— We are

Lola Montes appears to revel in disturbances. 
At Munich, on the 16th, a crowd assembled before 
the palace, where they thought Lola Montes was to be 
found. The windows were broken, and barricades 
were formed. Several persons were wounded in en- 
deavouring to get into the palace, which was guarded 
by soldiers. They then went to the royal hunting- 
seat of Furstenwied, to look after Lola Montes, who, 
profiting by the twilight, had taken refuge there, 
but they could not find her. At night the générale 
was beaten, some of the doors of the palace were 
forced open, and there was a collision with the gen- 
darmes. The troops arrived at eight o’clock and re- 
stored order. At half-past nine the magistrates an- 
nounced that the Countess de Landsfeld had arrived 
at Carlsruhe, and had left that place for Frankfort. 


The vessel Robert Small, arrived in the docks 
from Madras, has brought ten boxes of specie. 

The ‘Tribunal of Compiegne has just pro- 
nounced judgment in the affair of the men who 
attempted to injure the part of the Northern Railway 
which constitutes the Compiégne section. One was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, another to one 
year’s, several to two months’, and twenty toa fort- 
night or a week.

HINTS 


TO 
YOUNG MOTHERS 
ON 
THE PHYSICAL MANAGE- 
MENT OF CHILDREN. 

It is not necessary, in 
the present enlightened 
state of public opinion, 
to dilate upon the use- 
fulness or necessity of 
vaccination, Neither 
would it be novel or in- 
teresting to enter here 
into details of its dis- 
covery and history, be- 
yond merely stating that 
the happy conjunction of 
a generalizing mind and 
the observance of a sim- 
plefact, induced Dr. Jen- 
ner to conclude that the 
popular opinion in Here- 
fordshire among the 
farming population, that 
sores upon the hands 
derived from milking 
cows with ulcerated ud- 
ders, were a protection 
against smallpox, might 
be true; and in that case, 
if applied to the protec- 
tion of the human race 
generally, would be a 
boon that would confer 
immortality on its dis- 
coverer. Experiments were soon instituted, and 
the fact fully established that inoculation with 
vaccine virus, or matter taken from the cow, 
produced some specific constitutional effect that 
enabled the human system to repel the attacks of 
smallpox, which previously had been one of the 
greatest pestilential scourges that visited this 
country. 

The value of vaccinating, however, as a pre- 
ventive of smallpox, is best and most vividly illus- 
trated, for our present purpose, in a table compiled 
some years ago by Dr, Cowan, of Glasgow. After 
comparing the number of deaths under ten years 
of age from smallpox, in that city, with the total 
number of denths at the same age, extending over 
thirty years, he divided this term into three equal 
periods, In the first period of ten years he found 
the deaths under ten years of age, from all causes, 
amounted to 9919, of which the deaths from small- 
pox were 3466, nearly thirty-five per cent., and 
rather more than one-third of the whole: in the 
second period of ten years following the total 
deaths under ten were 9080, of which the deaths 
from smallpox were 2894, or 31.87 per cent. : 
whilst in the last period of ten years, ending in 
1837, the total deaths under ten years of age were 
10,913, but the deaths from smallpox were only 
1013, or 9.28 per cent., a diminution proved to be 
entirely attributed to the influence of vaccination. 

It is imperative, therefore, upon every parent 
that their children be properly vaccinated at an 
early age. If healthy, t is should not be delayed 
until teething has commenced, From six weeks 
old to the fourth month seems the most proper age 
for infants to be submitted to this little operation, 
which affords such certain protection, tf preeeiy 
performed, against the danger and dreadful dis- 
figuration occasioned by smallpox. 1 

Tt cannot be too generally known that a psetco 
vaccination is frequently yroduced by the employ- 
ment of lymph which has been taken from a pustule 
before or after a certain stage has been reached in 
the progress of its development, Thus three chil- 
dren shall be vaccinated from the same infant, but 
at different times. In the first case the lymph or 
matter shall be taken from the sore early in its. for- 
mation; in_the second, when it has reached the 
proper condition ; and the third, when the sore has 
assumed the process of healing. All the three 
children will exhibit on their arms pustular evi- 
dences of the lymph having produced its effects ; 
but there is still some chance that the first and last 
cases will not be perfectly secured from the con- 
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tagion of smallpox. It is in instances of such 


partial vaccination that the subsequent attacks of 


the disease occur, and which, although generally 
of a very modified and mild character, is apt to 
occasion doubts of the infallibility of vaccination, 
when these failures, in fact, should rather be 
attributed to the ignorance or bad Judgment 
of the parties who perform the operation, This 


hint to mothers will, therefore, perhaps be of 


value; for, although there is no point of practice 
that surgeons are more careful to observe than the 
source from whence they obtain their supply of 
vaccine lymph, several non-professional operators 
“are apt to overlook the importance of the proper 
time of obtaining it. 5; 
Vaccination, if properly performed, is effected by 
taking clear matter from a pustule, or sore, on the 
seventh oreighth ae after inoculation has been per- 
formed, and before the surrounding inflammation is 
very considerable, By inserting this matter in a 
uncture or scratch made through the skin of an 
nfant in a good state of health, it produces ulcera. 
tion of the entire skin where the pustule is situated, 
leaving a scar with pits or small indents at the 
bottom of it, A child cannot otherwise have been 
fairly or effectually vaccinated ; and mothers ought 
never to be satisfied unless a honeycomb scar is the 
result of the operation, and, in case of its non- 
appearance, they should always insist upon re- 
vaccination,

It is the fault 
: of histories in 
general that the current of their relation is too 
even, As the historian traces his path through 
the events of the past, he would seem to view them 
a5 80 many facts—true, false, or doubtful—which 
it is sufficient to repeat with a plain statement of 
the evidences on either side; or sometimes, if he 
brings much prejudice to his task, giving pro- 
minence to all which favours his own views, and 
suppressing or defacing whatever makes against 
them. In the one case we have not the prominence 
in the mirror of facts which was the character of 
their actual occurrence. In the other we have a 

prominence of one side; and this style of history, 
owever piquant to the partisan, is the bane of 
enlightenment, which cannot be promoted by any- 
thing so little as prejudice. Buta history written 
so as to reflect the age it professes to chronicle, 
impressing the reader with the import of facts 
and the degrees of their importance, showing 
the silent growth of ideas, gathering till they 
become too momentous to remain ideas any 
longer, painting the men and women who shape 
them into facts “big with the fate’ of human 
nature—a history which shall act over again, 
and enable the reader to witness the events as they 
occurred, is rare and invaluable ; and we should 
doubt if the writing of such a history is within any 
man’s power but a poet’s—taking the term in its 
highest sense~since to a great extent the task is 
one of creation. ‘I'he facts, indeed, exist, but the 
spirit which gave them their full importance has 
assed with the hour, and must be renewed by the 
Ristarion: or his book is a dead letter. The ae 
osterity might read Barnaye’s oration for t “ 
ing’s inviolability; to Lamartine they shall owe 
that they can almost hear it. 

It is the poet we have to thank for those por- 
traits of the actors of the revolution, which give not 
only such reality to the events his history relates,

Equality was his mania, 
because superiority was his martyrdom ; he loved the 
revolution because it brought down all to his level ; he 
loved it even to blood, because blood washed out the 
stain of his long-during obscurity ; he made himself a 
public denouncer by the popular title; he knew that 
denouncement is flattery to all who tremble, and the 
people are always trembling. A real prophet of dema- 
gogueism, inspired by insanity, he gave his nightly 
dreams to daily conspiracies. The Seid of the people, 
he interested it by his self-devotion to its interests, 
He affected mystery like all oracles. He lived in ob- 
scurity, and only went out at night; he only communi- 


cated with his fellows with the most sinistrous precau- 


tions. A subterranean cell was his residence, and there 
he took refuge safe from poignard and poison. His 
journal affected the imagination like something super- 
natural. Marat was wrapped in real fanaticism. ‘The 
confidence reposed in him nearly amounted to worship. 
The fumes of the blood he incessantly demanded had 
mounted to his brain. He was the delirium of the 
revolution, himself a living delirium !” 


The growth of the French revolution, from the 
hour that it became a revolution, till the hour 
when, after passing through a nominal monarchy, 
it baptized itself a republic with the King’s blood, 
covered a space so long, was marked by 8o many 
pauses and reactions, that the question is con- 
tinually presenting itself—how came it that, making 
80 many concessions, and regaining, at times, the 
devotion of his subjects, the King should fail to 
establish himself and the constitution which was 
at first the ultimate li of the revolution? TLa- 
martine thus answers this question ;— 


“When we place ourselves in imagination in the 
osition of Louis X VI., and ask what could have saved 
im? we reply disheartened—nothing. There are cir- 

cumstances which enfold all a man’s movements in 
such a snare, that, whatever direction he may take, he 
falls into’ the fatality of his faults or his virtues. This 
was the dilemma of Louis XVI. All the unpopularity 
of royalty in France, all the faults of preceding ad- 
ministrations, all the vices of kings, all the shame of 
courts, all the griefs of the people, were as it were ac- 
cumulated on his head, and marked his innocent brow 
for the expiation of many ages. Epochs have their 
sacrifices as wellas their religions. When they desire 
to recast an institution which no longer suits them, 
they pile upon the individual who personifies this in- 
stitution all the odium and all the condemnation of 
the institution itself,——they make of this man a victim 
whom they sacrifice to the time. Louis X VI. was this 
innocent sacrifice, overwhelmed with all the iniquities 
of thrones, and destined to be immolated as a chastise- 
ment for royalty.” 


We are tempted to believe, however, that the 
historian has given a better answer in his character 
of the fated monarch, Assuredly such elements of 
mindand disposition, such policy—aresult of both~ 
as those which Lamartine attributes, are not for 
revolutions, except to render their possessors 
victims :— 

LOUIS XVI. 

“King Louis XVI, was then only thirty-seven years 
of age; his features resembled those of his race, ren- 
dered somewhat heavy by the German blood of his 
mother, a princess of the house of Saxony.

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SOME ACCOUNT OF THE CITY OP VIENNA. 
Vienna, the capital of the Austrian deminions, is a 
handsome bustling city, situated in a fine fruitful 
plain, on the south or right bank of the Danube ; not 
strictly speaking, on the main stream, hein separated 
from it by the extensive suburb of Leopoldstadt, and 
by a vast park called the Prater, A navigable arm of 
the river, which here divides itself into seyeral streams, 
washes the very walls on the northern side, whilst on 
the southern it has the riyer Wien, ay insignificant 
rivulet, from which, however, it takes its name, 

‘* Although at first sight Vienna (says Mr. Burford, 
from whom we derive this account) does not strike the 
eye so much as might be expected from the capital of 
so great and mighty an empire, yet its importance 
in much that belongs to the modern history of 
Kurope, its being the residence of some af’ the 
wealthiest families in existence, together with the 
vast and invaluable treasures of the arts that are eon- 
tained in its numerous palaces, render it worthy to 
rank as one of the first cities in the world, 

“The ground on which Vienna stands, as well as 
most of the country around, is nearly a flat, scarcely 
raised above the level of the Danube; the whole, 
however, is bounded at various distances by hills and 
mountains of considerable elevation, their sides co- 
vered with fine woods, sprinkled with chiteaux and 
villas, and ornamented everywhere by the picturesque 
ruins of decayed castles, the strongholds of feudal 
ages. Romantic valleys, villages, woods, farms, 
pastures, and gardens, spread far and. wide ; the grand 
and the simple blending harmoniously together under 
a clear sunshine, combine to fill up the rich features 
‘of the splendid landscape, over which the eye cannot 
but wander with pleasure.”

ADMIRAL R. MATSON.—This gallant officer, recently de- 
ceased, was preseut at the siege of Toulon in 1793, and was 
publicly thanked by Sir Sidney Smith for his conduct at the 
destruction of the arsenal and fleet; he served also at the 
sieges of St. Fiorenza and Bastin, 1794; was lieutenant of the 
Bedford in Hotham’s actions, and was present at the capture 
of Surinam in 1799. 

THe MAnqvis oF Burr.—The noble marquis died sud- 
oat on Saturday night last, at Cardiff Castle, the family seat, 
in Glamorganshire. His lordship, with the marchioness and 
his infant son, the Earl of Windsor, only arrived at the castle 
on Tuesday last. The return of the family was hailed with 
the most joyous acclamations, and on Saturday his lordship 
gave a dinner ‘she to some of the principal residents in the 
neighbourhood. ‘The noble marquis entertained his guests 
with his wonted hospitality and cheerfulness, and upon their 
taking leave—about ten o'clock—he retired to his bedchamber. 
Nothing unusual had been observed in his manner up to this 
time, but it would Seem he must have been seized with the 
fatal attack immediately afterwards, as the marchioness, who 
was in an adjoining apartment, heard him throw himself on 
the bed directly after he entered his room, Upon her calling 
to him he made no reply. Alarmed at this cireumstance, the 
marchioness hastened to his chamber, on entering which she 
was horror-stricken to find her husband lying across the bed 
in a lifeless state. Her ladyship immediately alarmed the in- 
mates of the castle, and servants were despatched for medical 
aid. Among the guests entertained by his lordship was Dr. 
Lewis, who was overtaken before he had reached his home, 
and at once returned to the castle. Life, however, was quite 
extinct before the doctor’s arrival. The deceased nobleman 
was the eldest son of John Lord Mountstuart (eldest son of 
John, first Marquis of Bute), by Lady Elizabeth Penelope 
Crichton, daughter and heir of Patrick, fifth Earl of Dumfries. 
His lordship was born on the 10th of August, 1793, and in 
November, 1814, succeeded to the honours of his ancestors, 
on the death of his grandfather, the first marquis. His 
lordship married, in July, 1818, Lady Maria North, eldest 
daughter and coheir of George, third karl of Guildford, who 
died in 1841 without issue. Hs married, secondly, April 10, 
1845, Lady Sophia Hastings, eldest surviving danghter of the 
gallant Marquis of Hastings, By the latter union he leaves 
an only son, the Earl of Windsor (now Marquis of Bute), born 
in November last. Several high appointments and a riband 
of the Thistle are placed at the disposal of the Premier by the 
death of the lamented deceased, ; ‘ 
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DUCHESS DE BERRI. 


The late extraordinary events in France have 
naturally brought back to our recollection the 
Revolution of 1880. The then exiled monarch is 
dead; the mother of him who expected the suc- 
cession is now living in premature old age, a dis- 
appointed and woe-begone woman, Her history, 
however, is of the deepest interest during one part 
of life; and the heroic, but useless, attempt to 
recover the throne of France for her son was full 
of such daring and danger as few men have been 
exposed to. <A brief account of this singular 
woman, the murder of her husband, and a con- 
densed narrative of her capture at Nantes, will, we 
are sure, be acceptable to our readers. 

Caroline Ferdinande Louise, Duchess de Berri, 
was the only child of Francis Xavier Joseph, Duke 
of Calabria and Hereditary Prince of Naples, and 
of his first wife, Marie Amelie, Archduchess of 
Austria. Her birth took place at Palermo, on the 
5th of November, 1798, Her father was after- 
wards King of Naples, under the title of Francis I, 
On the 24th of April, 1816, she was married at 
Naples. to Charles Ferdinand, Duke de Berri, 
second son of Charles, Count d’Artois, and 
nephew of Louis XVIII. In the following 
June the royal pair made their public entry 
into Paris, amid great pomp and public re- 
joicing, the ceremony being again performed on 
the 17th of the same month at Notre Dame. In 
less than four years from her marriage the duchess 
became a widow, On Sunday, February 13, 1820, 
the Duke de Berri, accompanied by the duchess, 
attended the Opera, whence, about eleven o'clock, 
the latter, feeling fatigued, proposed to retire, 
The attendance of the guards under arms being 
dispensed with, one sentinel alone remained out- 
side. The duke, having waited upon her to the 
carriage, and expressing a desire to witness the 
last act of the ballet, was still standing under the 
portico, and about to re-enter the theatre, when a 
man suddenly thrust himself before the guard, laid 
one hand forcibly on the left shoulder of the prince, 
and buried a poinard deep in his side. The duchess, 
hearing her husband cry out that he was assas- 
sinated, flew to his assistance. In a moment the 
blood of the unfortunate prince, as he drew the 
dagger from his side, gushed over her as she sup- 
ported him. The attendants and others pursued 
the assassin, while the prince was supported into 
the lobby. Prompt assistance was dmpediately 
procured: the prince, however, felt that his death 
was near, and implored religious consolation. The 
duchess remained with him through every afflic- 
tion, and alone seemed to retain her presence of 
mind, The members of the Royal Family, sum- 
moned to the dreadful scene, found the unhappy 

rince weltering in his blood, on a camp bedstead, 
Feaaly procured for the purpose, and placed in a 
small apartment at the back of his opera box, his 
wife kneeling by his side. Growing worse and 
worse, he desired to see the King. It was five 
o'clock in the morning when Louis arrived, “My 
uncle,’ said the dying man, “let me kiss your 
hand for the last time, Grant me,”’ he continued 
earnestly, “the life of that man.”’ The King, 
deeply affected, answered evasively. ‘ The King 
does not say yes!” sighed the prince, ‘ pardon, 
and I die in peace!’’ And in his prayers he 
cried, ‘‘ Pardon, oh my God, for him who has 
done this deed.’” Towards morning he expired, 
and, like the first King of his line, by the 
hand of an assassin, On the 29th of September, 
seven months after the murder of her husband, 
the Duchess de Berri gave birth to a son, christened 
by the name of Henri Charles Ferdinand Dieu- 
donné d’Artois, Duke de Bordeaux. 

The revolution which occurred in the year 1830 
caused Charles X. to abdicate his throne, The 
King privately quitted St. Cloud for Trianon, and 

{ thence, accompanied by a guard of escort, pro- 
‘ceeded to Rambouillet, the Duchess de Berri 
¢ attending attired in the costume of a man. The 
whole Royal Family, however, soon lett France, 
Charles X. and his son having both renounce 
their rights in favour of the son of the Duke de 
Berri. The duchess soon formed the design of 
leaving her family and entering France. On ne 
17th of June, 1831, she passed through Hollan on 
her way to Piedmont. For some little time she 
> resided at Sestri, a small town about twelve leagues 
‘from Genoa. ‘The French Government soon Bre 
vailed upon Charles Albert not to per er 
residence within the Sardinian States, lan 
hence she went to Rome, where she was dst 
introduced to the wretch who betrayed her. Un- 
S happily, either her own ardent temperament, or 
: the misrepresentations of her friends, induced her 
to believe that some of the towns in the south of 
France, more particularly Marseilles, were ripe for 
insurrection; and that her partisans were so nume- 
‘ yous that success would be certain to attend their 
ments if she would but show herself in the 
Of the devoted fidelity of the Vendéang 
She immediately embarked for

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France, and, after considerable peril, 
landed near Marseilles. ‘The insurrec- 
tion was fe ET put down, and the 
disappointed duchess was obliged to 
quit her few attendants, and make the 
best of her way towards La Vendée. 
Her adventures, both during her 
journey thither and for some time after 
her arrival, are full of romantic interest. 
All her hopes were destroyed by the 
activity of the troops of the Govern- 
ment, In vain the poor Chouans fought 


with unsurpassed valour; they were 
overpowered by numbers, and were 
everywhere obliged to retreat. The 


dangers and the toils were shared by 

the duchess, who, frequently to avoid 

detection, assumed the dress of a pea- 

sant boy, while the hovels where neces- 

sity compelled her: to shelter herself . 
were of the poorest kind, and situated 

in the wildest and most comfortless 

districts, 

Being continually pursued by the 
troops under the orders of General 
Dermoncourt, she passed a life of in- 
tolerable toil and anxiety. She never 
had an entire night of sleep; and, when 
daylight came, danger and fatigue 
awoke with her, To avoid this con- 
stant harass she was induced to go to 
Nantes, where an asylum had long been 
prepared for her, ‘lo enter the city in 
safety was the next point deliberated 
upon by her friends; but the duchess 
closed all discussion by saying that she 
would enter it on foot in the disguise 
of a peasant-girl, accompanied only by 
Mademoiselle Eulalie de Kersabiec and 
M. de Ménars. In consequence of this 
decision they started at six o’clock 
in the morning from the cottage in 
which they had slept. The duchess and 
Mademoiselie de Kersabiec dressed alike as pea- 
sants, and M. de Ménars asa farmer. They had 
tive leagues to journey on foot. After travelling 
half an hour the thick-nailed shoes and worsted 
stockings so hurt the feet of the duchess that she 
seated herself upon the bank, took them off, thrust 
them into her large pockets, and continued the 
journey barefooted. Having, however, remarked 
the peasant-girls who passed her on the road, she 
perceived that the whiteness of her legs was likely 
to betray her; she therefore went to the roadside, 
took some dark-coloured earth, and, after rubbing 
her legs with it, resumed her walk. Strange con- 
trast this, from the body-guards resplendent with 
gold and silver, and the double carpet from Persia 
und Turkey which covered her bedchamber, to 
have for her escort an old man and a young girl, 
and walking barefoot on the sand and pebbles of 
the road! Her companions had tears in their eyes, 
but she had laughter and consolation on her lips, 
The country people had no suspicion that the little 
peasant-woman who tripped lightly by them was 
any other than her dress indicated. 

At length Nantes appeared in sight, and the 
duchess put on her shoes and stockings to enter 
the town. While traversing its streets somebod 
tapped the duchess on the shoulder; she started, 
and turned round, The person who acted thus 
familiarly was an old apple-woman, who had 
placed her basket of fruit upon the ground, and 
was unable by herself to replace it upon her head. 
** My good girls,” she said, addressing the duchess 
and Mlle. de Kersabiec, ‘ help me, ray, to take 
up my basket, and I will give each of you an 
apple.’ ‘The Duchess de Berri, with her com- 
panion, put the load upon the head of the old 
woman, who was going away without giving the 
promised reward, when the uchess seized her by 
the arm and said, “Stop, mother, where’s my 
apple?’ ‘The old woman having given it to her, 
she was eating it with an appetite sharpened by a 
walk of five leagues, when, raising her eyes, they 
fell upon a placard headed by these three words, 
in very large letters, ‘‘ State of Siege. This was 
the decree which outlawed the four departments 
of La Vendée, and set a price upon the duchess’s 
head, She approached the placard, and calmly 
read it through. ‘The alarm of her companions may 
be easily imagined. At length she resumed her 
walk, and in a few minutes reached the house at 
which she was expected, There she took off her 
clothes, covered with dirt, which are now pre- 
served there as relics. She soon afterwards ai 
ceeded to the residence of Miles. Deguigny, Rue 
MTaute du Chiiteau, No. 3, where an apartment 
wus prepared for her, and within this apartment 
a place of concealment, ‘This was a recess within an 
angle, closed by the chimney of the innermost room, 
An iron plate formed the entrance to the hiding- 
place, and was opened by aspring.
